~ IN CHINA ASSAILED 


Officiais Say Denial’ of Extra- 
Territorial Claims Will Be 
Rejected. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—State 
Department officials said today 
that the United States would not 
concede Japan's right to deny ex- 
tra-territoria] privileges to Ameri- 
can citizens in Chinese territory 
occupied by Japanese troops. 

Secretary of State Hull said he 
had not received official word that 
a Japanese Embassy spokesman in 
Shanghai had asserted that “third- 
Power nationals residing in Jap- 
anese occupied territory do not en- 
joy special status because of their 
extra-territoriality.” 

Press dispatches reported that 
this statement was made in con- 
nection with the spokesmas’s de 
nial of charges by J. C., Thompson 
of New Brunswick, N. J., a mis- 
sionary, that he had been slapped 
by a sentry at Nanking. 

Another incident was reported to 
have occurred at Tsingtao, involv- 
ing a Japanese sentry and the wife 
of Lieut. Thomas H. Massie, Ameri-. 
can naval officer. The report said 
Mrs. Massie was slapped when she 
failed to reply in Japanese to the 
sentry’s challenge. 

United: States Consul Louis H, 
Gourley, at Tsingtao, Shantung 
Province, reported to the State 
Department that a sentry struck 
the wife of Lieut.

ST. LOUIS AR HEAVIEST 
IN SULPHUR DIOXIDE 


Tests Indicate Average of Such 
Fumes Is Too Small to 
injure Health. 


By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 25.— A 


15-month investigation of the air of 
American cities disclosed today the 


average amounts of sulphur dioxide 
fumes are so small they are harm- 
less to health. 

Six chemists driving a fleet of 
traveling laboratories sent out by 
the Air Hygiene Foundation, made 
50,000 air tests, prihcipally in five 
metropolitan districts. The five 
are (figures stand for parts of sul- 
phur dioxide per million parts of 
air): 

St. Louis-East St. Louis, .128 aver- 
age, 2.228 maximum; Pittsburgh 
057 average, .897 maximum; Detroit 
028 average, 396 maximum; Phil- 
adelphia-Camden, .027 average, .424 
maximum; Washington, .009 ayer- 
age, .290 maximum. 

The few tests made in 20 other 
cities were not enough, the founda- 
tion reported, to supply a “typical 
average figure.” .

torius’ court. The trustees hold 
property valued at $1,800,000, which 
is to be distributed among Camp- 
bell’s legal heirs, according to pro- 
visions of a trust agreement execut- 
ed in 1885. Campbell died March 
27 at his home, 1508 Locust street. 

Clarke, who resides at the Mark 
Twain Hotel, asserts he is a sec- 
ond cousin of Campbell. His an- 
g@wer sets forth that his mother, 
Mrs, Andrew Clarke, who died in 
1899, was a daughter of Andrew 
Campbell. The latter, according to 
the answer, was a brother of Rob- 
ert Campbell, Hazlett’ Campbell’s 
father. Clarke’s parents came to 
the United States from Maghera, 
County Derry, Ireland, in 1850, and 
with. the exception of his two sons 
he is their only living descendant, 
he states. 

In addition to the persons men- 
tioned as defendants, 41 other per- 
sons claiming to be heirs have 
either filed: answers as intervenors 
or obtained extension of time for 
such filing. Many of the claim- 
ants say they are second cousins. 

Former Circuit Judge H. A. Ham-

The report said a~laborer with 
three dependents could live for 
$1144.31 annually in Mobile, as com- 
pared with $1461.40 in Detroit.

Seven other South- 
ern cities ranged between ‘$1200 and 
$1300 a year. They were Birming- 
ham, Houston, Jacksonville, Mem- 
phis, New Orleans, Norfolk and 
Richmond. Atlanta was just across 
that line with $1306.

Those in whith. costs ranged be- 
tween $1300 and $1400 a year were 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Portland, 
Ore., St. Louis, Scranton, Baltimore, 
Boston, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Los’ An- 
geles, and New York.

“What is important,” Knox ad- 
ded, “ig that the national income 
estimated by the President for this 
year of $60,000,000,000—a figure re- 

uch too high by some 


more than the national income ac- 
tually paid out in 1932 after three 
years of world-wide depression. Of 
greater significance is the fact that 
this year will mark the first time 
in the country’s history that the 
national income has receded before 
passing the previous high record. 
In other words, despite all the bal- 
lyhoo and gilding of the lily, the 
New Deal at no time has restored 
this country to the level of pros- 
perity previously enjoyed and now. 
we are again scraping bottom.”

There can be no question as to the point he 
makes, The Supreme. Court just 20 years ago in- 
validated the Owen-Keating Act of 1916, which based 
a prohibition of child tabor in industries affecting 
interstate commerce on the constitutional authority 
of Congress to regulate commerce among the States. 
The court, 5 to 4, said it. was not a proper regula- 
tion of commerce. =

‘The new wage-hour legislation is based on the com- 
‘| merce clause of the Federal Constitution, and a ban. 


on “oppressive childJabor”—the employment of chil- 
dren under 16 years by others than their parents 
or guardians, éxcept children between 14 and 16 who 
obtain certificates ta work during out-of-school hours 
under circumstances not injurious to health—is a 
major phase of the legislation. 

Thus it is plain that the new attack on the ex- 
ploitation of children in industry and large-scale 
agriculture can be sustained oily through reversal 
of the 1918 decision. 

But what is to hinder that reversal? The court 
of late has shown itself willing to renounce earlier 
decisions which it finds itself unable longer to sup- 
port. Chief Justice Hughes, speaking for the major- 
ity in the Washington State minimum wage deci- 
sion, frankly and explicitly reversed Adkins vs. Chil- 


More recently, the court reversed itself on the validity 
of Federal taxes on income from lands leased from 
states and on salaries paid to local governmént em- 
ployes. In the latter two instances, Chief Justice 
Hughes himself changed to a view contrary to the 
one he had previously held. | 

There is just ‘as much reason, if not more,) to 
believe that the court. will reverse itself on the 
validity of a ban on child labor under the commerce 
clause. Only two members of the 1918 court are 
on the bench today—Justice Brandeis, one of the 
four who believed the 1916 law constitutional, and 
Justice McReynolds, one of the five who held it in- 
valid. It may be that Justice Butler would join 
Justice McReynolds today—they have composed a 
minority of two of late. Certainly it is doubtful if 
a single other member of the present bench would 
hold that view. Judging by the work of the court 
in the last two terms and by their views, Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes and Justices Stone, Roberts, Black, Reed 
and Cardozo would join with Justice Brandeis in up- 
holding the prohibition. 

Should such a ruling appear in the Monday news 
next year, it would be another triumph for the vision 
of the late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. It was 
he who wrote the dissent in the 1918 case, and long 
ago many constitutional students conceded that while 
Justice Day had one more member of the court on 
his side, Justice Holmes had by far the better of 
the argument. 

Declaring that he had supposed that if there was 
“any matter upon which civilized countries have 
agreed it is the evil of premature and excessive child 
labor,” that distinguished American said in part: 

This act does not meddle with anything  be- 
longing to the states: They may regulate their 
internal affairs and their domestic commerce 
as they like. But when they seek to send their 
products across the state line they are no longer 
within their rights. If there were no Constitu- 
tion and no Congress, their power to cross the 
line would depend upon their neighbors. Under 
the Constitution such commerce belongs not to 
the states but to Congress to regulate. It may 
carry out its views of public policy, whatever 
indirect effect they may have upon the activi- 
ties of the states. 

Instead of being encountered by a prohibitive 
tariff at her boundaries, the state encounters the 
public policy of the United States which is for 
Congress to express. The public policy of the 
United States is shaped with a view to the bene- 
fit of the nation as a whole. ... The national wel- 
fare as understood by Congress may require a 
different attitude within its sphere from that of 
some self-seeking state. It seems to me entirely 
constitutional for Congress to enforce its under- 
standing by all the means at its command. 
Forceful as was this carefully reasoned argument 

in 1918, it is all the more persuasive today “in the 
light of the expanding needs of State and nation,” 
to borrow from Chief Justice Hughes’ majority opin- 
ion in the Wyoming public lands income tax decision 
of last’March. And if these “expanding needs” war- 
ranted a reappraisal of the earlier policy of the Su- 
preme Court with respect to the validity of income 
taxes, they clearly justify a fresh examination of 
co constitutionality of Federal child labor legisla- 
on, 

Senator Borah is correct. The court will have 
to reverse itself. But are not the court and the coun- 
try ready for that reversal? We think the answer is 
an unequivocal “Yes.”

Mr. Roosevelt, in his capacity as party leader 
charged with carrying out the Democratic platform, 
asks that liberal Democrats be chosen as the party’s 
candidates for Congress. Inferentially, he disavows 
any intention to make the court issue alone a test 
of liberality. That pledge is welcome: it would be 
a shameful thing if he should use the great power 
of his office to punish men for conscientious dis- 
agreement with him on that issue.

Steps being taken toward the beatification of 
Mother Philippine Rose Duchesne, French nun who 
came to the United States in 1818 and whose labors 
centered in Missouri, bring to mind the important 
part played in the development of the Middle West 
by members of religious orders. 

Coming from France, Belgium, Germany, England 
and Ireland, and from the eastern seaboard of the 
United States, they often forsook lives of ease to 
take up the harder existence of the frontier. Along 
with their “character, manners and accomplishments” 
they brought the religious zeal which was at the 
heart of all their work. : 

Of these was Mother Duchesne, who with four col- 
leagues came up the Mississippi from New Orleans 
and settled in that village of mud and shacks which 
was St. Charles, establishing her schoo] there and 
later opening one in St. Louis. Described as “sin- 
cere, intense, generous, austere yet affectionate,” 
she evidenced in herself the hardy fiber which went 
into the make-up of these devoted women. Not 
content with what she had already done, she set 
out with the mission of Father de Smet when she 
was 70, and spent a year among the Indians in Kan- 
sas. “Poverty and Christian heroism are here, and 
trials are the riches of priests in this land,” she 
wrote.

democracy must not only recognize the 

rights of the majority but must protect 
the individual against the oppression of the 
majority and of government. Constitutional 
democracy requires that even the will of the 
majority must be exercised through consti- 
tutional means. Democracy means freedom 
of the individual. Our democracy bestows 
upon its citizens the guarantees and safe- 
guards emblazoned in our Bill of Rights. 

The philosophic concepts of civil and re- 
ligious liberty in. the nineteenth century were 
accepted by all Western civilization. The 
growth of democracy and the spread of lib- 
eral doctrines seemed to doom all civil and 
religious disabilities. Men here and abroad 
insisted as a matter of course that respect 
be accorded to the individual rights and 
liberties of their fellow men. Many of us 
felt confident that the twentieth century 
would mark the end of oppression and intol- 
erance everywhere, 

We have had a rude awakening. In the 
wake of the World War has come a flood of 
new-born ill will and intolerance, Dictator- 
ships in many countries have superseded 
democracies, Freedom of thought and of 
conscience is stifled. America gasps in 
horror when it sees great groups of people 
persecuted solely because of race, religion 
or political belief. Whole peoples have been 
ruthlessly and without mercy marked down 
for economic, religious and political destruc- 
tion. They have been deprived of the pri- 
mary rights of citizenship, of the means of 
livelihood and of the privilege of worship in 
accordance with their consciences.

Almost overnight the work of centuries 
has been undone.. No longer does the road 
lead forth to the light of good will and of 
freedom and of fellowship. We would be 
reckless if we blinded our eyes to the threat 


T HE founders of our nation realized that 
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ward dictatorship has come through the cur- 
tailment or denial] of the rights of some of 


their citizens, under the alleged sanction of 


the majority. A denial of ‘the fundamental 
rights of any of our citizins would lead us 
inevitably to the plight of despotic coun- 
tries abroad. 

The gravest threat to democracy is leth- 
argy and complacence. The greatest danger 
to democracy lies in the acceptance by an 
inert people of encroachments on their con- 
stitutional rights, 

If these rights are to be preserved, no one 
of us may dare to be supine or indifferent. 
There must be throughout our nation an 
aroused affirmative and vigilant public opin- 
ion that permits of no weakening of our 
faith in democracy—that tolerates no en- 
croachment on our liberties. Against the 
wall of such public opinion, undemocratic 
or subversive doctrines will crush them- 
selves. The blessings of our democracy 
were gained through struggle and sacrifice 
and unending vigilance; they can be safe- 
guarded only through struggle and sacrifice 
and unending vigilance.

The world today,is passing through the 
most important and most critical period of 
modern times. To me the world threat to 
democracy by dictatorship is so real that I 
am convinced it is the duty of every citi- 
zen to devote his loyalties and his energies 
to arousing public sentiment in affirmative 
defense of democratic principles. 

There are approximately 16,000,000 young 
people, between the ages of 14 and 20, who 
will become voters within the next seven 
years. On this young group will fall the 
heavy responsibility’ of thinking through 
and of deciding many issues affecting every 
aspect of democratic freedom—political, eco- 
nomic, social and religious.

HE idea that modern modes of warfare 

render the quick, crushing blow far more 
feasible than ever before has been definitely 
exploded in Spain and China. Great as has 
been the sacrifice of blood and treasure in 
those two conflicts, there is partial com- 
pensation in the demonstration of the “quick 
war's” impracticability against determined 
opposition. 

The theory of the “quick war” is sup 
posed to have been cherished by the Nazis, 
until they saw their theories put into prac- 
tice in the Iberian Peninsula and the Far 
East. At several different stages, the Span- 
ish loyalists were supposed to be crushed 
by the rebels, with the aid of vast quanti- 
‘ties of planes, tanks and men supplied by 
Hitler and Mussolini. But the anticipated 
collapse of the loyalists did not come. 

Similarly, Japan expected to overwhelm 
China with the speed of her mechanized di- 
visions, the efficiency of her infantry and 
artillery and the striking power of her 
planes. But the undeclared war on China 
has now been going on for 11 months, and 
it may last years longer. Not only so, but 
in the end it may bring the Japanese Em- 
pire hurtling into the dust. 

All of which means that the dictators can 


versary, crush that adversary with a ter- 
rific concentration of, mechanized hitting 
power and bring the adventure to a close 
in a few months. Spain and China have 
demonstrated that such attempts can by no 
means be counted on to succeed. On the 
contrary, they mean involvement in long, 
expensive and bloody conflict extending 
over a period of years. 

The strength of the defense—even when 
confronted by the enormous power of mod- 
ern shells, the dazzling rapidity of machine 
gun fire and the horrible destruction 
wrought by bombing planes—is still an ex- 
ceedingly potent, if not decisive, force in 
modern warfare. The graphic demonstra- 
tion which that truth has received in Spain 
and the Far East may be a great boon to 
mankind. Neither Germany nor Italy is 
now able to stand a prolonged war.

Capital at State’s Disposal. 

In 1933 Hitler built an economic 
wall around Germany and prevented 
any capital from leaving except 
for the purchase of essential raw 
materials with Government  ap- 
proval. Owners of capital within 
Germany were compelled to dis- 
gorge and place their money at the 
disposition of the state. 

Broadly speaking, Germany 
stopped paying debts abroad, but 
continued to use foreign credits. 
Private capitalism 


Dividends pay- 
able in cash were limited to 6 per 
cent, any excess becoming subject 
to investment as the Government 
might direct. 

Jews were squeezed out of their 
businesses and forced to emigrate 
at losses which ran as high as 95 
per cent of their wealth. 


Growth of Public Debt. 

Hand in hand with progressive 
scuttling of private property, pub- 
lic debts mounted rapidly. They 
are estimated by foreigners to have 
increased from 20 billion Reichs- 
marks in 1933 to 60 or 70 billions 
today. (Seventy billion Reichs- 
marks at current exchange rates 
equals approximately $28,280,000,- 
000) 


With this economic set-up, Hitler 
went after the personal and human 
side of unemployment by equally 
rigorous measures. 

Universal labor service became 
compulsory. Conscription for mili- 
tary service was decreed. 

When man and wife both were 
wage earners, the woman was com- 
pelied to yield her place to an un- 
employed male. 

Elements considered anti-social 
were put to work in concentration 
camps, thereby taking them off the 
unemployed rolls. 

Employers and employes were 
compelled to set up a common Ger- 
man labor front with a member- 
ship of more than 25,000,000. 

Rearmament was pushed at a 
speed and extent perhaps unparal- 
leled in history. Almost overnight 
airports, military barracks and 
buildings for the various Nazi par- 
ty formations were greatly in- 
creased. Police and secret service 
groups began to sprout. 

8,000,000 Reich Officials. 

For execution of the Govern- 
ment's numerous projects the army 
of Government employes rose from 
about 3,700,000 officials, not includ- 
ing laborers, in 1933, to a reliably 
tstimated 8,000,000 today.

tional” weapon to coerce either em- 
ployers or the Government is not 
practical because it imposes as 
great hardships on labor as on the 
opposition and because, beyond a 
very short period of time, it can- 
not be kept within peaceful “con- 
stitutional” limits, but must _ be- 
come a revolutionary movement. 

As regards the latter devolpment, 
Labor holds that if a large section 
of the people want to make a revo- 
lution it will do so despite any laws. 
Even a limited sympathetic strike 
has lost favor with trade union 
leaders since the utter failure of the 
genera! strike of 1926. 

Labor War Chest Cut, 

The act’s regulation of the un- 
ion’s political levy has been a real 
handicap to Labor by causing a 
severe cut in its war chest. Many 
trade unionists, particularly in the 
years soon after the passage of the 
act, have refrained from paying the 
political fund contribution to the 
Labor party fell by about 50 per 
cent. It is true, however, that dur- 
ing that same period the paid mem- 
bership in trade unions fell by near- 
ly one-third on account of unem- 
ployment. 

Since the beginning of 1934, how- 
ever, with the gradual increase of 
trade-union membership, the un- 
ions’ financial position has steadily 
improved, both on that account and 
because the Labor party and trade- 
union leaders have been carrying 
on an active cagnpaign of education 
among union members about the 
payment of the political levy. 

In the year before the general 
strike, the trade unions contributed 
almost $200,000 to the Labor party’s 
campaign chest. In 1929 that con- 
tribution was less than $120,000, It 
rose again to $160,000 in 1935. 
Today the position of the polit- 
ical funds of the trade unions is 
still better. The unions have a re- 
serve political fund totaling $1,500,- 
000. Members willing to pay the 
political levy are assessed 25 cents 
a year. Of this amount, the unions 
pay 8 cents a member a year to the 
Labor party for the party’s political 
activities, retaining 17 cents for 
their own political purposes. 

It Hits Only Labor. 
The unions maintain that, aside 
from the financial loss inflicted on 
their political funds, the principle 
of that provision of the law is un- 
just and that Labor alone is sin- 
gled out for such treatment. They 
point out that in no other volun- 
tary organization in this country, 
such as chambers of commerce, 
etc., is there any rule permitting 
members to refuse to pay any dues 
or charges which have been fixed 
by a majority of the organization or 
by its governing body. Also, they 
claim the right to spend their own 
money as they see fit. 
The picketing restrictions, though 
resented by the unions, are not so 
onerous in actual practice. The 
act’s provisions practically exclude 
mass picketing, but, with the pos- 
sible exception of the mining in- 
dustry, such tactics were seldom 
employed by British labor before 
the 1927 law was passed. Picketing 
of the homes of strike-breakers or 
non-union workers was fairly com- 
mon in the mining areas, but such 
action was usually taken by the 
wives of the striking miners and 
not by the men themselves. 
The provision denying public au- 
thorities the right to employ only 
union labor and to specify that 
union labor be employed by con- 
tractors working for them is an- 
noying to town and borough coun- 
cils having a Labor majority, but, 
again, these restrictions do not 
mean much in practice. There is 
very little non-union labor of a 
suitable character available for em- 
ployment by them. In the case of 
contracts for work to be done, the 
officials get around the law by 
specifying that the contractors 
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speeches-are full of purple patches, 
and sometimes ne’ dips his tongue 
deep in vitriol.

But when he goes into the Senate 
chamber, Smith leaves his tricks, 
if not all his: poetry, behind.

Take for example some snatches 
from ‘nis speech on the Baumruck- 
er-Bidwill election contest; : 

“Gentlemen of the Senate, while 
I acknowledged that my party may 
be a donkey, I have always treas- 
ured the hope that it would not 
make itself an ass... . 

“When men get so powerfully or- 
ganized that they can operate with- 
out their wits, they tempt the gods 
with their stupidity and seek a 
chance toe’sink to shame. We Demo- 
crats have this day found our 
chance and we seem hell-bent on 
taking it. 

“Would that some word of mine 
might arrest our course until we 
could catch our breath and take a 
sober second thought. I do not say 
that because I know that Bidwill 
was elected. I do not know who 
was elected in his district. I say 
it because I do not know... . I 
do not like to act in ignorance 
when I-could as well be acting 
from knowledge. 

“Why has the committee not long 
ago recounted the votes so that 
they could settle for us this issue, 
settle it simply and justly? Short 
of the facts so easily available here, 
but so coyly avoided, the action we 
Democrats are about to take will 
smirch our records with cowardice. 
We are lousy with power and begin 
this day to crucify ourselves.” 

No-Man in 8 d, 

This is a fair sample of Smith’s 
way of wedding lofty ideas with 
lowly language. Even more effec- 
tive were his. vain speech against 
the sales tax, and his successful 
fights for permanent registration, 
the Illinois Educational Commis- 
sion and the Legislative Courcil. 
Most dramatic of all was his speech 
against a proposed teachers’ oath 
law. After he had finished, only 
nine Senators voted for the meas- 
ure although it had received an 
overwhelming majority in the 
House. 

In Springfield Smith was a “no- 
man.” He introduced only one bill 
—that setting up the present Leg- 
islative Council, a group that studies 
matters to come before the next 
Legislature so that body may get to 
work without the usual long delays. 

“I tried to stop the foolish and 
the dangerous bills and to help the 
good ones along,” said Smith. “I 
was not so much interested in get- 
ting specific laws on the books as 
in trying to help the Senate func- 
tion as @ representative body 
should.” 

The American Way. 

Smith’s thoughts about funda- 
mental political problems are best 
revealed in his books, especially in 
“The Promise of American Pol- 
itics.”

and N in front of him, the 
devoted dem t today finds in his 
citizenship. -~a predicament,” he 
wrote. “Lopsided access to eco- 
nomic goods has turned life for 
many Americans into chronic un- 
certainty. Our’ job is to. convert 
too much for some .and too little 
for others into a golden mean of 
neither too little nor too much— 
the democratic, the American way 
of life. 

“The glories of the past are not 
enough for the predicament of the 
present. Abstract freedom of con- 
tract and -general freedom under 
law have become concrete symbols 
to a large and enlarging body of 
American citizens of an intolerable 
denial of freedom. 

“No longer is our democracy to 
be restricted to the ancient two- 
fold function of preserving inter- 
nal order and guarding against ex- 
ternal aggression. By common 
consent our Government must now 
undertake a third function, that 
of maintaining a standard of life. 

“The wills of (both) Parties point 
the same way—the way of enlarged 
governmental powers, with taxes 
eventually adequate to pay for the 
enlargement. This we can easily 
stand if we see clearly what the 
alternative is. Taxation is pleasant 
compared to confiscation.” 

Hope in’ Middle Class. 

Smith believes that the hope of 
American democracy lies with the 
25,000,000 persons whom he groups 
as our Middle Class. These peo- 
ple, especially those in the profes- 
sions, have skills that make their 
work—in B measure—its own re- 
ward. They do not labor for mon- 
ey alone. They are Aristotle's ideal 
citizens. Men of wealth must be 
reduced—or, rather, elevated — to 
this status by taxation, and those 
on‘ the lower levels must be raised 
to it by education and welfare 
work. 

Realizing that it is impossiblé to 
wipe the slate clean and start all 
over; Smith wants to approach his 
ideal through the practical politi- 
cian.

In this con- 
text, almost beautiful things may 
be said of our politiciang. People 
elsewhere get killed in the conflicts 
of interest over which our politi- 
cians presidé with vices short of 
crimes and with virtues not unakin 
to magnanimity.” 

But Smith does have one great 
quarrel with his fellow politicians. 
» That is over their use of patronage. 
He insists that jobs should be filled 
only by the skilled. “The patronage 
system makes it impossible to judge 
the worth of any policy,” he ar- 
gues, “for’*even the best policies 
are doomed to relative failure 
through poor administration.”

Prime Minister Salutes Douglas 
Hyde at His Inauguration

DUBLIN, June 25.—Prime Minis- 


ter Eamon de Valera saluted Pres- 
ident Douglas Hyde today with the 
confident. prediction that all Ire- 
land would come “under your 
sway.” 

The scholarly, 78-year-old Hyde 
formally became first President of 
Ireland under the new Constitution 
in a brilliant ceremony in the gold 
and cream Great Hall of Dublin 
Castle. 

Not a word of English was 
spoken at the meee | of the 
Protestant as the head of the Cath- 
olic state. 

De Valera greeted Dr. Hyde in 
Erse as a “successor of our right- 
ful Princes,” and then added in 
a reference to six counties of 
Northern Ireland: 

“Not all territory of Hire is at 
the moment under our sway, but 
the justice of our claim and the 
tenacity of the Gael in holding to 
what is his own are our assurance 
that, too, will also be set right.” 

By that, De Valera showed that 
his winning of a decisive majority 
in last week’s parliamentary elec- 
tion had increased his confidence 
he eventually could add the union 
of Ireland and Northern Ireland 
to his settlement of differences 
with Great Britain. 

The new President, in reply, said 
quietly he would do all in his pow- 
er to advance the country and up- 
hold the honor of his high calling.

HULL CALLS NAZI’S REPLY 
ON U. S. JEWS INCOMPLETE 


Indicates He Will Insist on Clari- 
fied Statement of Their Prop- 
erty in Germany. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull indicated toda‘: 
United States Government 
would insist that Germany say spe- 
cifically what will be the effect of 
the new Nazi property registration 
decree on American Jews living in 
Germany. 

The. German Government _in- 
formed the State Department that 
property owned by American and 
other foreign Jews living outside 
the Reich would be exempt from 
registration. , 

A German note transmitted 
through Ambassador Hugh R. Wil- 
son indicated the only restriction 
on this exemption would be against 
those Jews who were former Ger- 
man nationals and emigrated after 
Adolf Hitler’s ascension to power 
in 1933. 

The German note followed a pro- 
test by Wilson against the applica- 
tion of the registration decree to 
the property of any American Jews. 

Hull indicated that the German 
response relieved only a part of 
America’s apprehension over the 
matter since it did not clear up 
what would happen to the property 
of those American Jews now living 
within the bordets of the Reich. 

The original registration decree 
hinted that after Jewish-owned 
property was reported it might be 
confiscated 

The German note said the waiver 
on the decree in so far as American 
Jews living outside Germany was 
concerned would be handled by the 
internal administrative authorities 
of the Neich.

MARRY PICKERING. By Robert E. Mc-

ARRY PICKERING, son of 
Heeny Pickering of the Pick- 
ng Automobile’Co., began life 
with too much money for his own 
good and with a highly exalted 
opinion of his own importance. His 
father was a self-made man who 
had expanded a small factory until 
it became one of the nation’s fore 
most motor car plants. The father’s 
enterprise and energy had not beén 
inherited by his son. After two at- 
tempts at Yale, one of them end- 
ing when he battered open a dean’s 
door with a huge cake of ice, Harry 
returned to Eastlake, small metrop- 
olis beside a Midwestern lake, to 
learn the automobile business from 
the chassis up.

OUR TRADE WITH BRITAIN. Bases for 
a Reciprocal Tariff Agreement. By Perey 
Wells Bidwell. (Council on Foreign Re- 
lations, New York.) . 


T would seem that the pending 

Anglo-American trade agreement 

should have received at least as 
much attention as the abandoned 
visit of the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor, for the trade between the 
two countries affects directly or in- 
directly most of the American peo- 
ple. But actually, very little seems 
to be known about our trade with 
Britain. The publication of this 
volume is designed to acquaint the 
most interested sections of the pop- 
ulation with the facts. 


The facts are striking and signif- 
icant. The author points out that 


' the United Kingdom is America’s 


best customer and that 47,000,000 
Britishers regularly spend as much 
for American goods as the 1000 mil- 
lion persons who inhabit the conti- 
nent of Asia, It is particularly the 
producers of cotton, tobacco, wheat, 
rice, pork, and fruits who depend 
on their English markets, while the 
country’s great manufacturing in- 
dustries rely on imports from Brit- 
ish colonies and dominions. 

In this volume Prof. Bidwell 
traces the antithetical tariff poli- 
cies pursued by the United States 
and England since 1860, which 
marked a turning point for both 
countries—toward protectionism in 
America and free trade in Great 
Britain. The great depression re- 
versed the direction of commercial 
policy both in the United States 
and in England. 

The author holds that the great- 
est significance of American tariff 
policy today is in its new direction. 
The Trade Agreements Act of 1934 
brought a change both in the tariff- 
making and in its objectives. The 
new purpose is to enlarge rather 
than to restrict the volume of inter- 


national exchanges.

TRENDING INTO MAINE. By Kenneth 
Roberts. (Little, Brown .G Co., Boston.) 


ENNETH ROBERTS _iikes 

Maine. He likes it so much 

that he has written all his nov- 
els (including a couple of best-sell- 
ers) around Maine men and wom- 
en and their doings. In this book 
he has assembled odd observations, 
comments, bits of history and per- 
sonal impressions of Maine that 
have never quite fit into any of the 
novels, and presents them to the 
public as a final proof of his al- 
legiance, 

It should be explained first of 
all, however, that the horrific word 
“trending” in the title is not Rob- 
erts’ own contributi to the En- 
glish language. It quoted from 
an earlier Maine enthusiast, one 
James Rosier, who accompanied 
Capt. George Waymouth on a voy- 
age of discovery in 1605 and wrote 
of “a great river trending alongst 
into the Maine .. . the beauty and 
goodness whereof I cannot by rela- 
tion sufficiently demonstrate.” .. .

It is difficult even to summarize 
the miscellaneous material assem- 
bled here. There are notes on the 
character of Maine citizens; true 
stories of battles with the Indians, 
with the British, with the Confed- 
erates; old family letters; collec- 
tions of recipes for distinctive 
Maine dishes and drinks; tales of 
shipbuilding and sea battles; re- 
marks on hunting and fishing; a 


gripping account of the mareh by 
Maine men under Benedict Arnold 
to Quebec during the Revolution, 
through pathless forests, mountains, 
and swamps, with little food and 
less equipment; a guidebook to 
the resort districts; and a devas- 
tating analysis of the ill-fated Pas- 
samaquoddy tide-harnessing proj- 
ect. 
. * . 

For Roberts’ identification with 
Maine extends to a sharing of its 
political beliefs. He dislikes pater- 
nalism of every sort, denounces 
governmental coddling, believes 
that people with the right stuff in 
them (Maine citizens, for example) 
can take care of themselves, no 
matter what the economic condi- 
tion of the country. A traditionalist 
to the core, he finds frequent occa~- 
sions to interpolate little homilies 
on the virtues of self-reliance, in- 
dependence, and individual initia- 
tive that have been handed down 
in Maine families since the time 
of the Puritans. 

Roberts’ gifts as a writer are 
well known; he can say what he 
wants to say, and say it effective- 
ly. The present volume, however, 
because of its heterogeneous ma- 
terial, has no particular cohesive- 
ness of style or direction of im- 
pact; and the best piece of writ- 
ing in it is a quoted story by Ben 
Ames Williams entitled “Rendez- 
vous”—an intense, nostalgiac mem- 


oir of a dead guide.

James Wilkinson. By James Ripley

AIRLY substantial texts do not 
HM mention his name. He was not 
“tarnished,” for the term pre- 
supposes a luster. He was not a 
“warrior,” for though connected 
with the military most of his life, 
this connection was characterized 
chiefly by incompetence—indeed, he 
rates a part to himself in E. V. 
Westrate’s not wholly reliable book, 
“Those Fatal Generals,” with a 
chapter title, “A Traitor Takes 
Command.” He had, however, the 
manner of a gentleman; George 
Washington at times thought well 
of him and Thomas Jefferson used 
him. He rose high. He became the 
military and civil governor of the 
Northwest Territory and the newly 
purchased Louisiana, At that time 
he was, and long had been, in the 
pay of Spain, and had tried to at- 
tach himself to the secret payrolls 
of England and France. 


Such was James Wilkinson, 
whose story James Ripley Jacobs 
tells in “Tarnished Warrior.” Maj, 
Jacobs has done a conscientious 
job. Although in his preface he in- 
clines to apologize for his man, he 
keeps his chronicle factual, with- 
out ex-parte argument/ He trav- 
erses high intrigue, treachery, and 
treason, the very stuff of drama, 
but withal he makes hard reading 
because of the many inescapable 
evidences of contemptible littleness 
in Wilkinson. 

Strong villains have a fascina- 
tion; mere rascals are best viewed 
as details in the lives of better men. 
In this way, students of the Burr

He 
wondered if he believed in God, in 
Jesus, or in God’s representatives, 
the priests.

After his 
marriage, he wondered if he had 
ever loved a human being, or only 
abstractions. But when his only 
son was killed in the war, the 
thought of Go@ could not comfort 
him. And so, when he considered 
his life, his baffied hopes, and his 
frustrated ambitions, when he real- 
ized that his career of helping 
Cecil Rhodes to “civilize” Africa 
had been merely a cowardly at- 
tempt to escape reality, he decided 
that, after all, if he hadn't the con- 
solation and the glory of his 
church, what had he?

This occurs at a point 
somewhere between his assertion 
with reference to foreigners, “It 
is nearer the truth, I think, to say 
that we are never fully convinced 
of their objective reality,” and his 
declaration that “Our fundamental 
attitude to all other inhabitants of

A Brilliant Study of the. Japanese 


JAPAN IN TRANSITION. By Emil Lederer 
and Emy Lederer-Seidier. (Yale Uni- 
versity Press, New Haven, Conn.) 


APAN has come to be considered 
J: modern nation that, having 

thrown off a centuries-old policy 
of isolation, is speedily remodeling 
itself to the pattern of Western 
civilization. This is a superficial 
view, these writers undertake to 
show in a brilliant study of Nip- 
pon and its system. The old has 
not been cast aside, for the grip of 
tradition remains all-powerful in 
every phase of the nation’s life. 
Nor has the West put its stamp 
upon Japan; its innovations have 
not been accepted, but rather adopt- 
ed as lencies. : 

It is this stubborn adherence to 
ancient forms, which are indeed 
bred into the very bone and sinew 
of the people, that creates the 
Japanese paradox. There results 
a conflict of forces whose effects 
are n in.all fields of activity, 
and that produces at last such 
dangerous explosions as the present 


‘war in China. 


Japan has a longer historica] and 
cultural continuity than any other 
existing nation, and its hold has 
been tightened by the country’s 
long immunity from outside influ- 
ences. Stereotypéd conventions 
have arisen through the centuries 
that continue to dominate the arts, 
business, daily life, foreign policy, 
every form of endeavor. The na- 
tion’s history, myth, and religion 
are inextricably fused. On a solid

base of feudalism, an unwieldy| today. 


superstructure of capitalism has 
been built. Democratic forms have 
been adopted, but the royal family 
still is deified. A language of fabu- 
lous. complexity, described in a 
particularly interesting chapter, 
helps perpetuate the isolation and 
nationalism of even the most en- 
lightened. 
* . 

Apparently, so great is the gulf 
between East and West, between 
old and new, that adaptation is im- 
possible; either the one or the other 
must prevail. So the country “ap- 
pears to be struggling through a 
period that shatters the founda- 
tion of the Japanese spirit without 
giving in exchange anything more 
than technological guidance.” And 
if ‘the violent break with ancient 
ways is ultimately made, these ob- 
servers think, the result will be a 
Japan akin to that of the present 
in name only. 

This analysis of Japan gains in 
strength from the tolerant and 
even sympathetic attitude of the 
writers. Their two-year residence 
in the country brought them under 
the spell of its physical beauty, it 
is clear, but without loss of schol- 
arly perspective. Prof. Lederer, 
formerly of Heidelberg, was for 
two years at the University of 
Tokio, and is now on the faculty 
of the “University in Exile” in 
New York. He and his collabora- 
tor, evidently his daughter, give 
no advice and venture no predic- 
tions, but paint an illuminating 
picture of an internal national 
making history

VIOLENT story of the Ca- 
A dian Northwest is this latest 

‘book by Ridgwell Collum, Brit- 
ish author of some 20 adventure 
novels. It will appeal especially to 
those readers who like their adven- 
ture uncomplicated by any sub- 
tlety of plot or character, who want 
their hero to be a he-man with 
the courage of a lion and a soul 
as pure as drifted snow, and their 
heroine, a perfect combination ,of 
sex appeal and beauty, with raven 
hair, eyes of velvety softness, and 
teeth of pearly whiteness. The ac- 
tion is swift and exciting in spite 
of the author’s tendency to wordi- 
ness, and a clever twist at the end 
of the story saves it from being 
too stereotyped. 


It is the story of the 21-year-old 
O’Gawn twins—Roger, who joins 


the Mounted Police, and Timothy, 
who goes to the gold fields of Alas- 
ka and falls in leve there with 
Maree-bik, a trader’s daughter. To 
avenge Maree-bik, who had _ fallen 
into the clutches of John Drave, 
the arch-villain of the north coun- 
try, Timothy becomes a murderer, 
and, with the irony of Fate, Roger 
is sent out after him to “bring 
back his man.” With Maree-bik 
and his faithful dog, Timothy treks 
across the frozen-wastes of North- 
ern Canada until Roger comes up 
with them. Each twin wants to 
sacrifice himself for the other — 
Timothy, to give himself up so 
that Roger’s reputation may be 
saved; Roger, to undergo the dis- 
grace of dismissal from the Mount-

ONE of the holiday crowd seek- 
N ing amusement upon the beach 

at Brighton saw the murder of 
the meddling newspaper reporter. 
The coroner’s verdict was heart 
failure; so Pinkie and his gang 
would have been safe from detec- 
tion if they had not over-reached 
themselves in an effort to cover 
all traces of the crime. Fear of 
discovery, together with too much 
confidence in his own cleverness, 
drove the boy from one revealing 
mistake to another, until he came 
at last to destruction. 


The plot of the story is care- 
fully constructed, the suspense ever 
increasing, the whole most dra- 
matic in effect. This is, however, 
no usual adventure and mystery 
yarn. : The exciting description of 
the physical action is of decidedly 
secondary importance, a  back- 
ground against which is set a psy- 
chological study very sensitive in 
its understanding of the criminal 
mind. 


With that ease and effortlessness 
which show the artist, Mr. Greene 
has painted a vivid portrait of 
Pinkie, a weakling who is _ the 
product of London slums where a 
childhood spent in an overcrowded 
tenement has warped and perverted 
the nature of the boy until he is 
incapable of any emotion save an 
overwhelming lust for power which

finds its deepest satisfaction in 
crime. 

It is interesting to note how each 
scene has been chosen for the light 
which it casts upon this central 
figure: FPinkie’s struggle to as- 
sume the leadership of the gang; 
the moment when, after being 
“carved” by a rival band of race- 
track racketeers, he begins to fear 
eternal punishment and feels a 
faint nostalgia for the comfort of 
the confessional; the completely 
dreadful day of his wedding to the 
girl whom he marries so that she 
may never be forced to testify 
against him, and the final horror 
of his involuntary self-destruction 
upon the beach. 

* * . 

Mr. Greene has created a work 
which has something of the qual- 
ity of poetry in its emotional in- 
tensity. Here is none of the melo- 
drama, mawkish sentimentality, or 
dull realism of the conventional 
gangster novel. The author has 
placed himself at a distance from 
his subject and thus has been able 
to maintain throughout a complete 
objectivity. The result is a piece 
of fiction which seems practically 
anonymous and whose plot appears 
to unfold quite naturally of itself. 
Here reality is heightened until 
the eternal heart of evil ig re- 
vealed in this one miserable boy. 
The restraint and clarity of pres- 
entation have kept this work from 
any sordidness of effect and made 
it a thing of dark and subtle 


beauty. —WMary Stephanie McDermott.

HE title of this novel belies, its

Cer- 
tainly, the death of which Mr. D’Al- 
ton writes is not fair, but cruel, 
violent, and frequently accompanied 
by disillusionment for those who 
meet it. The story portrays revolu- 
tion in the modern style, showing 
what this type of warfare may do 
to the characters and morals of 
men, regardless of which side they 
espouse, 


With Ireland as a setting, the 
action opens in Dublin during the 
brief Easter Rising of 1916. The 
suppression of this futile but bloody 
gesture convinces the younger lead- 
ers that the day of national ideal- 
ism and heroic martyrdom is past; 
if Irish freedom ig ever to be won, 
it must be through merciless blood- 
shed and terror.

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under the law to make rules and : 


regulations governing the reporting 
of air accidents. The Board must 
also “make such recommendations 
to the Authority as, in its opinion, 
will tend to prevent similar acci- 
dents in the future” and “assist the 
Authority in ascertaining what will 
best tend to reduce or elimmate the 
possibility of, or recurrence of, acci- 
dents by investigating complaints 
filed with the Authority or the 
Board, and by conducting such spe- 
cia] studies and investigations, on 
matters pertaining to safety in air 
navigation and the prevention of 
accidents, as may be requested or 
approved by the Authority.” 
Possibility of Conflict. — 

The possibility of conflict among 
the three relatively independent 
bodies comprising the Authority 
has already been suggested. The 
law is not too specific in marking 
out the boundaries between Author- 
ity, Administrator and Board. In 
the section defining the powers and 
duties of the Administrator, the 
law says: “The Administrator and 
the Air Safety Board shall co-op- 
erate with the Authority in the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of 
this act.” 

This would seem to leave consid- 
erable latitude for jurisdictional 
disputes. Sponsors of the new law 
say that it will not be difficult to 
define the legal limits of the sep- 
arately functioning. bodies within 
the Authority in such a way as to 
preclude any serious differences. 

Air Lines Approve, 

The bill had the approval of the 
major air lines of the country. In 
fact it has been known as an air 
line bill. The first bill of this type, 
concentrating power in a single 
commission, was introduced more 
than two years ago by Senator Mc- 
Carran (Dem.) of Nevada. There 
were hearings on McCarran’s bill 
but for several sessions it was on 
the calendar without action. In his 
bill McCarran provided a six-man 
commission relatively independent 
of Presidential removal. When the 
present measure was up in the 
Senate, pro-administration support- 
ers led by Senator Harry 8S. Tru- 
man of Missouri got through an 
amendment which would have giv- 
en the President unlimited power to 
remove the members of the Author- 
ity as well as the Administrator. 
But finally in conference the House 
compromise, separating independ- 
ent functions, was accepted. Vir- 
tually the only open opposition to 
the bill came from the Department 
of Commerce and the Bureau of 
Air Commerce where officials were 
naturally reluctant to surrender 
their powers.

THEORY EARTH HAS SOURCE 
OF LIGHT NOT YET IDENTIFIED 


WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., June 25. 
—The meeting of more than 30 
scientists and astronomers at 
Yerkes Observatory on Lake Gene- 
va closed today with reading of pa- 
pers by Dr. Otto Struve, head of 
Yerkes, and Prof. Karl Wurm, 
German astronomer from the Uni- 
versity of Potsdam. They dis- 
cussed “The Spectrum of the 
Earth’s Atmosphere.” 

Dr. Struve announced that 
through an exceedingly powerful 
spectroscope recently constructed at 
Yerkes Observatory and now in use 
at McDonald Observatory, Mount 
Locke, Tex., it has been possible 
to get the best spectrum ever ob- 
tained from the night sky. 

The scientists indicated a belief 
that, since these spectra were ob- 
tained in the absence of lunar or 
other light, there may be a source 
of light. other than those. now iden- 
tified. It is believed there may be 
an atmospheric source or radiation 
the same as that which produces 
radio waves and northern lights. 

Scientists and educators who at- 
tended the symposium included 
John Tate, dean of the Graduate 
School, University of Minnesota; 
David Dennison, University of 
Michigan; Dr. Arthur Adel, Flag- 
staff, Ariz.; Miss Dorothy Davis, 
Vassar College, and Professors Don- 
ald Menzel, Harvard;~W. H. Gar- 
rett, Baldwin University, Kansas, 
and J, A. Heynek of Perkins Ob- 
servatory, Ohio.

The tabulation, however, embraces 
only 99 cities, since one report was 
received too late to be included. 

The average occupancy in the 99 
cities reporting throughout the 
United’ States and Canada was 
81.91, percent. This’ compares with 
an occupancy figure of 81.78 per 
cent in October and 80.94 per cent 
in May’a year ago, 

Reports for the May 1 survey 
were received from 2301 buildings, 
with a total rentable area of 200,893,- 
086 square feet, which should repre- 
sent a fairly accurate cross-section 
view of the general situation.in the 
industry. In these 2301. buildings 


the total vacancy was only 36,331,- 


613 square feet, or 18.09 per cent. 
This is an improvement of .13 per 
cent. over Oct. 1 and of .987 per cent 
over May a year ago. 

Among the eight regions into 
which the figures have been broken 
down, the Southern leads the: list, 
its occupancy ratio being 86.51 per 
cent. This is a-.fractional decline 
of .09 per cent from the October 
figure, but is exactly the same as 
that for May of last year. 

Canada is second with 85.96 per 
cent,/also a fractiona] decline from 
October. The Southwest region, 
with 85.42 per cent, shows a slight

“To get spark plug coloring indi- 
cations,” he says, “new plugs should 
be used in the engine for the first 
300 miles, The plugs should be 
warmed to normal operating tem- 
perature by running the engine at 
25 to 30 miles per hour before the 
plugs are removed for inspection. 
In making the color analysis, it is 
advisable not to permit the engine 
to idle just before the plugs are 
removed: If the plugs come out 
with blackened cores, it is a sign 
that they are ‘too cold’ for that 
particular engine. If the insulator 
or core is nearly white, the plug 
is too hot for the engine. But if 
the insulator is of light brown col- 
oring, this proves that the plug is 
the proper one to use.

The kitchens of 
these dining cars are so small that 
it is amfizing tow so much food 
can be prepared, with so few cooks, 

A etandard diner carries four 
cooks—the chef, socond, third and 
fourth cooks. The average seating 
capacity is 36, although I am told on 
some of the super trains, as many 
as 48 can be served. It is not un- 
usual to serve 100, or more passeng- 
ers during the meal hours. These 
dining car kitchens are fully 
equipped in every way, every inch 
of space is utilized, and there’s a 
place for everything. 

I have never been able to figure 
out how these four men in the kitch- 
en, although carefully trained, can 
turn out so many meals, with so 
little confusion. They move fast all 
right, but they can’t move far, the 
space is so small. One evening I 
went into the kitchen to speak to 
the chef, and to show you how 
crowded they all are, just as I start- 
ed to talk with him, he dropped his 
pencil, and as he stooped to pick it 
up, he pushed me right out of the 
kitchen. Maybe that was his way 
of letting me know I wasn’t wanted 
in there. 

Working in large kitchens such as 
they have in the Waldorf-Astoria or 
the Stevens Hotel in Chicago, serv- 
ing banquets of 3000 or more, is no 
greater task than the four ‘boys 
in the kitchen of a diner have do- 
ing three services daily on this long 
run. The railroads in this country 
lose hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually in the dining car de- 
partment, but they no doubt figure 
that good food and service is a big 
asset for passenger travel. And 
that reminds me of the concession- 
aire at the country fair in England 
who explained: “What I lose in the 
swinging boats I make up in the 
merry-go-round.”

HE pure and health-giving life

miserable for some of us by the 
thought of spiders, snakes, scor- 
pions, centipedes, etc. This is near. 
ly all unnecessary. I talked ‘with 
a man yesterday who had been bit. 
ten by all these varmints from score 
pions to rattlesnakes, and found 
him very contemptuous of their 
prowess. 

The tarantula is like a singed 
cat—it looks worse than it is 
There are a good many species of 
tarantula and the chances are that 
you are right about any large 
spider you see in the woods—that 
it is a‘terantula. Like mast spiders, 
they have some venom with which 
to paralyze their prey, but this is 
not seriously harmful to man, 
Raised, swollen areas about an 
inch in diameter occur around the 
location of the bite, but no consti- 
tutional symptoms result. The 
best treatment is to apply tincture 
of iodine or equal parts of ammo- 
nia and water as a wet dressing, 

The black widow spider is an-. 
other and more serious fhatter— 
although fatalities are not report- 
ed—but the black widow is found 
under conditions of civilization 
rather than in the woods. Most 
patients are bitten in bed. 

Scorpion bites are of such little 
consequence that in most cases if 
the victim hasn’t seen the animal, 
he thinks it is a mosquito bite. 

Centipedes cause a red stinging 
eruption which is not as trouble- 
some as the bites of red ants. Most 
of the suffering from all of these 
is due to the psychic state of fear, 

My informant has been bitten 
six times by rattlesnakes from 
Florida to Texas. The worst bite 
he had came when he captured a 
rattler with a forked stick and de- 
cided to pick it up with his fingers, 
He got a bite on the middle finger 
of the right hand, so deep that the 
fangs penetrated to the bone. A 
tourniquet was put on his arm, a 
cross incision made over each fang 
point, which allowed about two 
ounces of dark biood to flow out, 
Tincture of iodine was applied to 
the wounds. The tourniquet was 
loosened and tightened every 20 
minutes. The arm was swollen but

RANK GLAZER, young Ameri- 

can pianist from Boston, will be

‘Although it is unusual enough for 
four members of one family to have 
written music that would deserve 
inclusion on a program of master- 
pieces, the list might be extended 
indefinitely in the case of the Bach 
family. For more than 200 years 
before Johann Sebastian put a 
crowning touch on European music, 
there were Bachs in Germany who 
were singers, instrumentalists and 
composers. But though the four 
Bachs lived and worked under the 
same roof—at least during the early 
youth of the three boys—their mu- 
sic is not merely as similar in style 
as Sebastian Bach and certain of 
his own generation, men su as 
Vivaldi and Buxtehude, for in- 
stance. 

The three boys struck out along 
their own lines. Philipp Emanuel 
became more interested in the de- 
velopment of a one-voiced style as. 
opposed to his father’s busy con- 
trapuntal weaving; Christian Bach 
weht to Italy and afterward to En- 
gland and was strongly under the 
influence of the Italian lyrical style, 
and Friedeman Bach, who was con- 
sidered the most strongly talented 
of all the sons, threw it all away 
to become a playboy. 

The D Minor Concerto, which is 
both lyrically and contrapuntally 
brilliant, was originally scored for 
violin. Glazer, who has already ap-

A -New ‘Holiday’ as 'Good as the Old

é6 IDN’T we see Ann Harding 
Px that?” all persons more 
than 8 years old will ask, 
when they hear that a comedy 
called “Holiday” is playing at the 
Ambassador. The answer is yes. 
“Holiday,” with Ann Harding, Mary 
Astor, Robert Ames and Edward 
Everett Horton was a very large 
event of the year 1930. 


Now comes a new version, with 
Katharine Hepburn, Doris Nolan, 
Cary Grant and Edwerd Everett 
Horton in the cast. It is an equally 
important happening of the year 
1938. “Holiday” abounds in comedy, 
brisk action, incisive dialogue and 
has a performance by Miss Hep- 
burn that is the equal of anything 
she has ever done. It is one of 
those rare pictures that will not 
wear itself out if seen a second, 
third, fourth or fifth time. 

The general idea is that in one 
of America’s Sixty Families there 
are two daughters, Miss Nolan and 
Miss Hepburn, who represent op- 
posing philosophies. Doris is the 
conventional heiress, Katharine the 
type who likes to take her place in 
a picket line now and then. Cary 
Grant, an up-and-coming financial 
man, meets Doris first and thinks 
she is nice enough to marry, When 
she introduces him to the family, 
there’s Katharine. Without realiz- 
ing it, Cary and Katharine are each 
other’s type, and, both loyal to 
Doris, it takes a long time for them 
to find it out. 

In setting forth this problem, 
Philip Barry wrote a very intelli- 
gent play for the stage. With his 
gift as dramatist, he gave “Holi- 
day” a thousand unexpected turns 
and yet a strong central theme. 
The present screen play of Donald 
Ogden Stewart and Sidney Buch- 
man improves on Barry’s work by 
merely revising it. In distinction 
to all other pictures of the year, 
“Holiday” has some genuinely sav- 
age things to say on a subject 
which has never occurred to most 
of us before—the oppressiveness o 
great wealth. ! 

Miss Hepburn’s role of revolt 
against her family, always more 
than a mere temporary estrange- 
ment from a checkbook in any ver- 
on of the play, here goes into the 
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much spiritual satisfaction as land- 
ing a square hit on a plug hat with 
a sloppy snowball. 

Under the direction of George 
Cukor, the entire cast shows up to 
brilliant advantage. Grant keeps 
the height he reached in “The Aw- 
ful Truth,” Lew Ayres is almost 
astonishing, Horton, Miss Nolan, 
Jean Dixon, Henry Daniell and 
Binnie Barnes contribute their 
shares. 


For all its thrilling seriousness, 


“Holiday” is first a laugh show. It 


has much of the sheer, wild fun 
that brings the house down. With 
humanity and intellectual | con- 
sciousness, it has everything to 
make it great. 

In place. of an ordinary second 
feature, the Ambassador shows an- 
other good comedy, “Three © Blind 
Mice.” In it, Loretta Young sets 
out to prove that it’s just as easy 
to love a rich man as a“poor man, 
or a poor man as a rich man, or 
just as easy just to love, and has 
a world of woe. 

She and two sisters, Marjorie 
Weaver and Pauline Moore, who 
have been farming chickens in 
Kansas, set out for Santa Barbara, 
Cal. to spend their last. $5872 in 
getting Loretta a millionaire hus- 
band. In a heaven of nice clothes, 
white sails on the Pacific and the 
like, Loretta meets Joel McCrea 
and David Niven.

EW mysteries have puzzled metro- 
} politan police more than the strange 
disappearance of Andrew Carnegie 
Whitfield, socially prominent nephew and 


namesake of the late multi-millionaire steel-' 


master, who took off from Roosevelt Field 
in his own sport monoplane April 15 and 
has not been seen since. He told airport 
¢mployes he was taking a 22-mile trip to 
Brentwood, Long Island, to visit a friend, 

When nothing further was heard from 
him, dozens of amateur aviators and 3000 
yolunteer searchers scoured a wide area 
of Long Island in search of his silver- 
winged plane. The hunt covered 250 miles 
of Long Island shoreline but no wreckage 
was found. An inspection of hangars at 
all airports in the metropolitan area also 
produced nothing. 

The apparently distraught bride of a 
year, Mrs. Elizabeth Halsey Whitfield, and 
her social register family insisted at first 
that Whitfield left home on Friday morn- 
ing. shortly before he boarded his plane. 
But police found his traveling bag in a 
Garden City (Long Island) hotel, a mile and 
a half from Roosevelt Field, and learned 
he had been there Thursday night, where- 
upon the family changed its previous story 
dnd said he left Thursday.

The Halsey family also insisted there 
had been no quarrel between husband and 
wife. But a bellboy at the Garden City 
hotel told police he had listened to a call 
Whitfield made to his wife at 12:30 a. m. 
Friday, the day Whitfield disappeared. “He 
said hello four or five times and then said, 
‘lam going to go through with my plans,’ 
and then hung up,” police quoted the bell- 
boy as saying. 

Later Mrs. Whitfield admitted her hus- 
band had stormed out of the house after a 
quarrel. She told police he had threatened 
to disappear, quoting him as saying: “I 
am going away and I won't tell you where 
or why. I can't tell you when I will be 
back. I am just going to disappear.” 

Apparently Whitfield then registered in 
the Garden City hotel as “Andrew C. 
White.” His luggage was initialed A. C. W. 
He left behind a $6000 insurance policy, a 
passport, bonds and clothing. 

There are several theories. One is that 
his plane was blown out to sea by high 
winds. Another that he crashed in some 
isolated point in Connecticut. Still a third 
that he is hiding out with friends and has

in some way managed to conceal his plane. 
A fourth theory is that he shipped his plane 
to Spain by freighter and is fighting with 
the Loyalists. Theories that Whitfield killed 
himself were discounted. 

A graduate of Princeton in 1933, Whit- 
field was 28 years old, an executive of a 
business machine corporation and a club- 
man. His wife recently filed a separation 
suit on ground of abandonment, indicating 
she believed his disappearance was volun- 
tary. “I presume he is still alive,” she 
said in Supreme Court, “although I don't. 
know his present whereabouts.” She has 
already obtained appointment of a receiver 
for all his assets in New York State.

N INGENIOUS mechanical device 
constructed 150 or 200 years ago 

still amazes visitors when they look 

at it today in the Franklin Institute here, It 
is a dainty mechanical doll which draws 
and writes, Devised by a French mechanic 
named Maillardet, the automaton, wher 
wound up, draws four pictures and writes 
three verses—two in French and one in Eng- 
lish. Accustomed as they are to compli- 
cated telephone exchanges and intricate ma- 
chines, visitors are nevertheless always im- 
pressed by the cleverness of the toy doll. 
The motions of the hand in and out, to 
the right and left, and up and down -are 
effected by three sets of cams on one shaft. 
The motions up and down are brought 
about by cams that have minute projec- 
tions. The other movements are erigineered 
by cams of greater deviation from circular 
form. There are also movements of the 
head and eyes produced by other cams. 
This amazing automaton was presented 
to the Franklin Institute by John Penn 
Brock’s grandchildren, Miss Alice G. Brock 
and Henry G. Brock. John Penn Brock got it 
in 1870. While he believed the automaton 
was made by Maelzel, the inventor of the 


metronome (an instrument for beating time . 


in music), one of the verses produced by 
this mechanism states that it was written 
“by the automaton of Maillardet.” 

It is Generally believed that the original 
form which Maillardet constructed was that 
of a boy at a small desk. This original was 
in a fire at some time during its history, 
and all the inflammable portions were de-

stroyed. After it was given to the Franklin 
Institute, the staff got to work on it and for 
some unknown reason, the figure was re- 
constructed as a quaint, old-fashioned lady 
instead of a boy. It writes in.ink. There 
is some doubt about the original drawing 
instrument; for, before the invention of the 
fountain pen, which is now used by the 
doll, there does not appear to have been 
anything available except a camel hair 
brush dipped in ink. : 

From the wrecked mechanism and the 
battered figure which the Brocks presented, 
Halsey Roberts and severd! co-workers 
reconstructed the mechanical marvel so that 
it now functions perfectly. 


OT only does it write and draw, but 
N it imitates the behavior of a person 

while writing. Immediately _be- 
fore writing, the figure’s hand moves, then 
pauses, as the eyes raise,. and then lower. 
In the process of writing, the head is 
bowed; everything is lifelike. The doll was 
devised by Maillardet, before electric or 
pneumatic devices were in use, to’ depend 
entirely on an ingenious series of cams and 
pinions. 

A writer on mechanical devices, Henry 
Howe, spoke of Maillardet’s doll in 1842. 
The Franklin Institute is convinced that the 
doll mentioned by Howe is the one now in 
its possession. 

The drawings which the doll makes are: 
Cupid firing his dart, Chinoiserie (a Chinese 
temple), Cupid driving a chariot drawn by 
two doves, and a galleon. , 

A literal translation of one verse in 
French written by the doll as given by the 
institute is: 


Fond child of the ladies,
